BOTH LAND TROOPS 


Russia and Japan Are Re­ 
ported to l>e 
Getting 
Armies Into Korea. 


THIS MEANS A CONFLICT 


SERIOUS S IT U A T IO N 


W ith Opposed F orm s in Close P rox­ 
im ity m Cli.nh Can Hardly lie 
A voided. 


These A larm ist R eports Are Not Con­ 
firmed hi Sc P etersb u rg and 
May Not be True. 


Seoul, Jan 25 —Korean soldiers and 
police at Pyengyang, disguised as rob­ 
bers, have looted all the wealthy na­ 
tive houses. 
Foreigners are growing 
very uneasy over the condition of af­ 
fairs. 
The natives seemingly are ap­ 
athetic. 
The w eather Is extremely 
cold. 


St. Petersburg. Jan. 25.—Reports of 
an alarm ing nature of the situation 
there continue to pour out of the far 
East 
These include the statem ents 
that the Japanese are landing an army 
at Ma-Sam Pbo, Korea, and that 3,000 
Russian troops are crossing the Yalu 
river. The reported dispatch of a Chi­ 
nese army of soldiers trained by Euro­ 
pean officers beyond the great wall 
to preserve order in M anchuria cannot 
be confirmed here and the reports of 
the Japanese at Ma-Sam-Pho and the 
Russians at the Yalu are discredited 
at the foreign office here and by M. 
Kurino, the Japanese m inister to Rus­ 
sia. 
M. Hartwig. a departm ental chief 
of the Russian foreign office, spoke 
feelingly to M. Kurino regarding the 
harm being done by exaggerated and 
often utterly baseless reports. 
W hile the Russian government un­ 
derstands the situation in Korea to be 
disturbed and possibly threatening, it 
has no information of a situation grave 
enough to w arrant a landing of a large 
Japanese force there. 
Russia freely 
adm its Japan’s rights under existing 
conventions to land in Korea a reason­ 
able number of soldiers to preserve or­ 
der; but the landing pf an army at this 
stage of the negotiations could not be 
viewed with equanimity. 
M Kurino is 
in no way anxious by the delay in 
R ussia’s response to the latest Jap­ 
anese note, and says that Japan is not 
pressing 
for 
an 
im m ediate 
reply. 
“ Russia will be given all the tim e she 
needs.” the m inister is quoted as say­ 
ing. 
The statem ent 
published 
by the 
Novoe Vremya that because Russia 
desired peace she cannot surrender 
all, coincides with the distinct impres­ 
sion gathered at the foreign office that 
Russia will continue to m aintain that 
the question of the sovereignty of Man­ 
churia is solely a m atter between Rus­ 
sia and Japan. 
The Svjet and the St. 
Petersburg Listoe have raised an out­ 
cry over the reported sending of Chi­ 
nese troops to M anchuria, and the lat­ 
ter newspaper declares that If It is 
true that these troops go with the pur­ 
pose of threatening the railroad be­ 
tween Port A rtnur and Vladivostock, 
it means war with China and not with 
Japan. 
In an interview Soo Wei Ten, the 
Chinese m inister to Russia, is quoted 
as saying: 
“The talk of China going 
to w ar with any one is absurd. 
We 
have no intention of fighting. 
If Chi­ 
nese troops are being sent North it is 
solely for the purpose of inspiring con­ 
fidence in our own people who are 
alarm ed and who would become panic 
stricken in the event of hostilities be­ 
tw een Russia and Japan."

Several Pennsylvania Towns Submerg« 
ed by the Susquehanna. 
W iikesbarre, Pa., Jan. 2 5 —An Ice 
gorge has formed in the Susquehanna 
river and for a distance of thirty miles 
the river Is entirely blocked. 
Nearly 
the whole town of Rupert is submerg­ 
ed, and on W ater street the water 
comes up to the second story. 
The 
Pennsylvania railroad depot is sur­ 
rounded by water and several houses 
have been moved from taeir founda­ 
tions and the great m ajority of the 
farm s are under water. 
At Boomsburg the ice is Jammed up 
forty feet high and the large bridge 
over the Susquehanna at that place 
hi s be**n moved five feet and expected 
to collapse at any moment. One-third 
of th e town of Bloomsburg is sub­ 
merged by the w aters of the Susque 
hanna and Fishing creek.

AFTER TWO MONTHS 


Navigation on the Ohio 
Has Been 
Opened. 
Cincinnati, Jan. 25.—W ith the ar­ 
rival here of the steam er Courier, nav­ 
igation was opened in part of the Ohio 
river after a com plete suspension of 
alm ost two months. 
During that time 
seven large packets and a doen small­ 
er ones and hundreds of coal barges 
have been anchored here. 
The small 
packets were wrecked by the breaking 
of ice gorges and the number of barges 
lost will never be known. 
The total 
direct loss is placed at $200,000. 
The 
indirect loss is much greater. 
It is 
stated that the loss of one of the large 
packets by being laid up is $1,000 per 
day. 
The river is open for navigation 
now only between Louisville and Mays- 
vllle, Ky., so that none of the through 
packets up the river for Pittsburg or 
down the river for M ississippi points 
are yet able to run on account of the 
Ice. While freezing w eather again pre­ 
vails through the Ohio valley the river 
is now too high to be again closed up.

A City of 11.000 Inhabitants Was De­ 
stroyed by Fire. 
Aalesund, 
Norway, Jan. 25.—Fire 
which swept over this town destroyed 
every building in It with the exception 
of the hospital. 
The 11,000 inhabi­ 
tan ts of Aalesund were compelled to 
cam p in the open as only a few’ dam­ 
aged and uninhabitable houses were 
left standing. 
The people endeavored 
to save some of their property, but 
they soon found they had quite enough 
to do to save their lives. The destruc­ 
tion of the town was complete within 
two hours from the tim e the fire start­ 
ed. It is believed now that only three 
persons have lost their lives. A major­ 
ity of the inhabitants of the town lost 
everything they possessed and only in 
a very few cases were the damages 
covered by insurance.
